It is well to read modern historical 
propaganda put forth by Roman 
Catholic writers with much caution 
not to say scepticism.

The New York “Herald-Tribune,” Sept. 18, 1927, had a Rome dispatch 
saying that Louis Cardinal Billot had petitioned Pope Pius XI for permission 
to resign his cardinalship because of his advanced age; and it added: “The 
Cardinal said he wished to retire to private life in order that he might pre- 
pare himself for death.’ He was eighty-one years old last January, and had 
received the Red Hat in 1911. The “American” published the same news, 
but with the additional information that this was the first time in 400 years 
that a Cardinal had taken any such action. Cardinal Billot was one of the 
Senior Cardinals, and had been a member of some of the most important 
Congregations, notably those of the Holy Office [the Inquisition], Propa- 
ganda, and Seminaries. 

Few things move evangelical Christians more to real sympathetic sor- 
row for the Roman Catholic people than powerlessness of their cult to afford 
them peace of soul during life, or any assurance of a joyful entrance into 
Heaven at the hour of death. To such it seems unutterably sad that a Prince 
of the Church, who, by virtue of his office, might have been elected to be Vicar 
of Christ, should, at the age of eighty-one, after a long lifetime spent in the 
service of his Church, feel under the necessity of retiring to a monastery to 
“prepare himself for death’—presumably because he does not now feel at 


peace with God. And, further, he appears to think that he himself can make 
what he feels the proper “preparation.” 














And it was said in the newspapers at the time of the death of Pope Bene- 
dict XV, that after he had received the last rites of the Church, he asked Car- 
dinal Sili to commend him to Our Lady of Pompeii, plainly showing that the 
said “last rites” had totally failed to supply the peace of God that passeth all 
understanding, or the calm and restful confidence with which both the Apostles 
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Peter and Paul contemplated their early departure from the scene of their 
earthly ministry. . 

In the second Epistle of Peter, 1: 13, 14, he shows that he has no anxiety at 
all in respect of the future after death, because he makes no reference to any 
preparation for that event, but while he refers to it twice, the emphasis of the 
passage is placed on the need of his readers to remember the things he had 
taught them, and to carry them out so that “an entrance shall be ministered 
to you abundantly into the everlasting Kingdom of our Lord and Saviour 
Jesus Christ.” 

\nd Paul wrote to Timothy (2 Timothy 4: 6, 8), “I am even now ready 
to be sacrificed: and the time of my dissolution is at hand. I have fought a 
good fight, I have finished my course, I have kept the faith. As to the rest, 
there is laid up for me a crown of justice, which the Lord, the just Judge, 
will render to me in that day.” 

One thing is very plain—neither of these apostles had ever heard any- 
thing about Purgatory, or of the value of masses for the repose of their souls: 
and it is equally plain that neither of them felt any necessity for preparing 
for death, in the sense used by Cardinal Billot in his petition to the Pontiff. 

Wherein lies the great difference in the attitude of Cardinal Billot and 
of these two apostles towards approaching death? 

The two apostles knew that they had been reconciled to God through 
the complete atonement made for their sins on the Cross by Jesus Christ, and 
they were absolutely sure that the Blood of Jesus Christ had cleansed them 
from all sin (1 John 1:7). 

The practical point for you, dear Roman Catholic reader, is that you can 
have the same experience as those apostles had. It is not the will of God 


that you should be all your life long “subject to servitude (‘bondage’ in the 
King James Version) through the fear of death,’ such as Cardinal Billot ex- 
periences now. His will for you is that you should, every day, rejoice with 
joy unspeakable and glorified (1 Peter 1: 8); and that your life should be 
one of “peace and joy in the Holy Ghost” (Romans 14: 17). 

If vou lack this experience now it is because you are still under the do- 
minion of sin. Sin forms the great barrier between your soul and God; and 
as long as that barrier stands you cannot have peace and joy in the Holy 
Ghost. And you know, by experience, that all the absolutions you have ever 
received since you first went to confession have never removed the barrier 
of sin. Your confessor knows that as well as you do; for he expects you to 
come back to him again with a similar list of offenses against God to that 
you gave last time you went. 

You will do well to make a change. Instead of going to the priest with 
your sins, take them to the Blessed Lord Himself. He never told anybody 


to go to any of His apostles for the forgiveness of sin. They had many things 
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to do, but forgiving sins was not one. If it had been, Peter, on the Day of 
Pentecost, would surely have announced the fact; but neither then nor at 
any other time did he ask anybody to confess their sins to him. Nor is there 
a single word in any of the Epistles to show that any of the writers had ever 
received confessions or granted absolution. Sut Jesus, being God as well 
as man, has “power on earth to forgive sins” (Matthew 9: 6) to-day, and He 
will forgive yours if you go to Him direct, with earnest purpose of heart—to 
the full extent of your will power—to sin no more. You can lift up your 
heart to Him just where you are, and He will hear and answer. Of course 
there must be a complete giving up of all things in your life that your own 
conscience tells you are “wrong”; but a complete giving up of sin, with sav- 
ing faith, will bring real salvation. When you get that kind of salvation, the guilt 
of past sin and the domination of sin in the present and future will be gone, 
and vou will have your soul filled with a peace that you never knew before. 
You will not be saved from temptation, or trial, or sorrow, but in all these 
things you will feel the presence and power of God to be to you and for you 
all that you need at that time. 

And Jesus is as Mighty to Keep as He is Mighty to Save. His salvation 
will keep you living a life well pleasing to Him, and when the barrier of sin 
that now separates you from God is removed you will have no longer any 
fear of meeting Him either in life or death. Jesus came to save His people 
FROM their sins, and to all who obey His gracious invitation, “Come to Me, 
all you that labor, and are burdened, and I will refresh you,” He will be faith- 
ful to His promise. You will then have no need to “prepare for death,” but 
will be ready at any time to enter into the house not made with hands, eternal 
in the heavens.

“Soon after leaving the convent he 
received a letter from his father, a 
lawyer and politician in Bolivia, de- 
manding that he return at once to the 
priesthood or he would no longer recog- 
nize him as his son. The following is 
a translation of a part of the letter he 
sent in reply. After explaining fully 
his reasons for leaving the Roman 
Catholic Church and declaring his 
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faith in Christ as Saviour and his ac- 
ceptance of the truth that ‘the just 
shall live by faith,’ he writes: ‘If for 
these firm convictions you deny me 
and say that | am not your son, I 
can only resign myself to your de- 
cision and confide only in Him who 
inspired the song of David, “When 
my father and my mother forsake me, 
then the Lord will take me up;” and 
in Him who said, “Verily I say unto 
you, there is no man that hath left 
house, or parents, or brethren, or 
wife, or children, for the Kingdom of

churches. If only half the friends of 
Christ’s Mission will take hold of 
these methods for putting the Gospel 
before the Catholic people it will not 
be long before many Catholics will, 
at least, have been told something 
very important that they have never 
been told before. They may not leave 
their Church; they may not even find 
salvation, but they will never be quite 
the same after they have read the 
Gospel message.

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MISLEADING PAPAL PROPAGANDA 


The New York “Herald-Tribune,” 
May 7, 1927, contained a list of things 
that “Catholics do not believe,” the 
intention apparently being to create 
the impression that they form no part 
of Church doctrine or practise. It is 
taken from “The Parish Monthly,” 
issued by Mgr. P. J. Breslin, pastor 
of Our Lady of Mercy, New York. 
Before referring to some of these it 
may be said that those who visualize 
the dangers to our liberties involved 
in the political activities of the agents 
of the Vatican are little concerned 
about what individual Catholics do or 
do not “believe”; but they are con- 
cerned in what their Church’s official 
stand is on certain matters.

That the Pope has temporal rights in 
America: That the Pope can claim

Peter 
Dens, the great authority and com- 
mentator on canon law, is quoted as 
saying that “the Pope can dispense 
with any law”; “the Church does not 
recognize the right in any govern- 
ment to say whether or not the Pon- 
tifical decrees shall be enforced.” On 
p. 98 is a citation from “Plain Talk 
About the Protestantism of To-day” 
by Monseigneur Seguar, for which the 
author received the thanks of the 
Pope himself. He says: “The author- 
ity of the Church is a guard over hu- 
man understanding in whatever di- 
rectly or indirectly affects religion; 
which means in every kind of doc- 
trines, religious, philosophical, scien- 
tific, political, ete. And Archbishop 
Manning is quoted thus: “The princi- 
ples of ethics, and therefore of politics 
as a branch of ethics, all lie in the 
theological words.” 

As to the third: As recently as May 
24, 1911, Pope Pius X issued the En- 
cyclical “Jamdudum,” declaring, with 
regard to the law passed by the Leg- 
islature of separating 
Church and State: “that whatsoever 
it contains contrary to the inviolable 
rights of the Church is null and void.” 
And on p. 12 of Lansing’s book 
quoted above we read in No. XI of
